Our dispatches from Fortress Mource 
this morning are of the most exciting char- 
acter.

folk into the Chesapeake on Saturday and 


the picture drawn by the British orator, 
unless the cost of putting down the rebel- 
lion and saving*the Union, is‘assessed upon 
the property of the anthors and supporters 
of the revolt.

The war debt will amount to one thous- 
and millions of dollars when the rebellion 
is put down.

The sinking fund for the gradual 
liquidation of the principal, will be twenty 
millions a year, which is only t wo per cent, 
For several years a standing army of not 
less than 120.000 men will be required to 
preserve the peace in Secessia and repress 
renewed attempts at revolt; and to support 
this force, will cost at the very lowest esti- 
mate that dare be made, eighty millions 
annually. We must have a powerful navy 
of iron-clad war steamers, able to cope 
with any armament that may be sent to 
our shores by a hostile European power. 
A large navy has become essential to our 
domestic tranquility as well as to the secu- 
rity of our coasts and commerce from for- 
eign assault. 

To build and support this navy will 
cost at the lowest calculation forty millions 
perannum. Andin addition to all these 
heavy items the ordinary expenses of the 
Government must be provided, amounting 
to something like forty millions more. 
Here then is an annual expenditure for the 
support of the Government, and mainten- 
ance of peace and tranquility of the enor- 
mous sum of two hundred and forty mil- 
lions of dollars to be wrung cut of the carn- 
ings of Cur people. 

Would our readers like to know what the 
annual tribute of Illinois will be? We can 
tellthem. It will be sixteen millions a year.

THE PRESIPENT’S EMANCIPA- 
TION MBEBSSAGE. 

The special message of the President sent 
into Congress on Friday last, recommend- 
ing gradual and compensated emancipa- 
tion, marks an important epoch in the war. 
[it was not expected, either by Congress or 
the people. The peculiar style of the lan- 
gusge identifies as the President's own 
production, both in idea and expression. 
The President recommends to the adop- 
tion of re ares a resolution substantially 
like the following : 

Resolved, Toat the United States ough! to co- 


: Operate with apy State which may adopt a gradual 


abolishment of slavery, giving to each State pecu- 
niary to be ured by such in ite discre- 
tion. to compensaie for the inconvenience, pubiic 
and private, produced by euch change of system. 

The first thing that must strike the 
readet who peruses the message which 
accom panics this resolvtion, Is the recogui- 
tion of the fact that Merery is the cause of 
this atrocions aud gigantic rebellion ; that 
but for the accursed practice there would 
haye been no war, that the road to future 
peace. amity and safety lies through eman- 
cipation; that slavery which has brought 
the nation into its awful peril should he re- 
moved—eradicated from the land.” 

It is curious but painful to see how thie 
doughface papers strive to twist and per- 
vert the meaning and effect of the Presi- 
dent's words. They assert that the main 
point the President wished to impress on 
Congress, and the motive he had for so un. 
expectedly sending in a special message 
was to cuforce the idea that he believed that 
the Federal Government had no authority 
to interfere wiih slavery within the States. 

This isa poorstraw for the friends of 
the rebels to clutoh at. A careful reading 
of the Message must convince every candid 
mind that the following is a fair construc- 
tion of its language : 

ist. The President divides the Southern 
States into two classes—those that have not 
revolied but remain in the Union, and 
those which have seceded and repudiated 
the Union and the Constitution. The 
former consists of Maryland, Delaware, 
Kentucky, Missouri and Western Virginia 

2d. The President believes that slavery 
in those border States endangers their 
loyalty, and exposes them to evil and 
dangerous temptations from the cmissaries 
of the seceded States; and “the Federal 
“Government would find its highest in- 
“terest in the abolition of slavery in the 
“those States as a measure of national 


terfere with slavery 
in the Union, and in order to abolish it, 
the consent of their people must be obtain- 
ed. He therefore proposes to hold out a 
strong motive to the border States to eman- 
cipate their slaves, by having the Govern- 
ment of the United States offer them a fair 
compensation for the ransom of “ persons 
held to service or labor” within those 
States He desires co-operation of the 
Union with the governments of loyal siave 
States, for the purpose of converting them 
into free States and thereby forever remov- 
ing all motive or cause for secession. The 
plain inference of the President's language 
is, that slavery is ai the bettem of the re

be but one interpretation of thislanguage, 
which is, that slavery should be wiped out 
in the rebel States, as a measure of military 
necessity, for the purpose of saying the 
Union, unless the insurgents soon lay 


down their arms and submit to the author- | 


ity of the Government. The President 
has calmly and deliberately arrived at this 
conclusion. He foresees that when the 
blow falls on the treasonable institution 
that will grind it to powder, it will place 
the country in a very awkward and diff- 
cult attitude to have slavery continue, in 
the border States, as there would be a strip 
of slave territory extending from the At- 
lantic to Kansas only one State in width, 
and containing, all told, less than half a 
million of bondmen, On side 
it would be flanked by Free States. 
On the north there would be a tripple 
column of non-slaveholding States; while 
on the South there would be a block of 
eleven emancipated States, This peculiar 
and anamolous condition of things would 
be highly detrimental to the public good 
and national weal. And yet according to 
the forms of the Constitution the Govern- 
ment would not have the legal right to 
abolish slavery in those few slave States; 
because it is only in States that have re- 
volted and made themselves “alien ene- 
mies” to the Union, and placed themselves 
outside of the protection and guarantees of 
the Constitution, that the Government has 
“the authority to employ whatever meas- 
“ ures that may seem indispensible towards 
“ending the struggle.” But in those alien 
States, in the revolutionized region, the 
Government has the perfect legal right 
to shoot any rebel found in armas, 
confiscate his property, inclading his 
slaves,and aflerwards make such use of 
the same asthe Government secs proper. 
The opposite view of the matter would be 
in conflict with the law of national self- 
existence, and therefore erroneous. It is 
clear that the President believes that be- 
fore the rebels can be conquered and peace 
restored, that the hone of contention must 
be taken away. In tender regard for the bor- 
der States, he desires that the slave-holders 
within them may be indemnified. for the 
pecuniary loss they may sustain by emanci- 
pation.

The Tax on Heal Estate.

Mclptosh, when he would retarn and cut off 
the Federal forces. But this did not inthe 
least delay our leaders nor their troops burh- 
ing tor a battle. The road had improved below 
Springfield, and greater dispatch was made— 
the columns moving rapidly through the ster- 
fle and mountainous Ozark region. At Cass- 
ville much forage and stores left by the fleeing 
enemy, fell into our hands. At Keateyilie 
a emall skirmish took place between our 
ecouts and the retreating rebela. On Monday 
Feb. 17th, the Federal column crossed the Ar- 
kaneas border. Price was driven out of Mis- 
sourl, The troops cheered as they crossed 
the boundary, for the Union and the old flag. 
The forces were now near one another, and on 
the afternoon of that day Price made a stand. 
Sharp firing took place, and nineteen of our 
men were hilled. Night intervengd. and in 
the darkness the enemy stoleaway. Many of 
their saddles were emptied by our sharp- 
shooters. 

This march from Lebanon is one of the most 
memorable in our war annals, aad an average 
of twenty miles each day, was made. The 
health and the spirit of the troops continued 
excellent. All along the route as our army 
advanced, were sbundant tokens of rebel 
Might and the fright that possessed the inhab- 
itants.

The inhabitants along the route from Cass- 
ville, were told by Price’s rabble that the 
Northern troops were marching down, and 
were burning all the houses, ravishing the 
women and killing the children. Those peo- 
ple believed the tale, and a general stampede 
took place. Men procured teams, gathered 
up what little valuables conld be carried 
along, and taking their families aboard, de- 
serted their homes. Only three men were 
found in Cassville when our army arrived. At 
Keateville, a few miles further on, nerly all 
the inhabitants had fled. From that point te 
Croes _Hollows, Ark., about two-thirds of 
the inhabitants on the road deserted their 
dwellings. In several houses th. tables were 
spread for breakfast, and In the haste of flight 
were thus left. 

On the 25th, the Federal forces were en- 
camped at Cross Hollows, Ark., near to 
which a large and freshly deserted rebel camp 
was found. A few days later, the divisions of 
Gens. Sigel and Davis broke up their tempo- 
rary camp at Osege Springs, and took up a 
strong position on Sagar Creek; Col. Carr's 
camp being twelve miles in advance. The 
army was then two hundred miles nearly 
southwest of Rolls, in the heart of Benton 
county, in the northwest comer of Arkansas. 
Price and his forces were then in the Boston 


i Mountains, some ten miles to the southward. 


It is allowed by cur officers that his retreat 
was most ably conducted. This ts the sitaa- 
tion of the forees up to the time when the 
news comes to us of a glorious victory of our 
troops.
